Culminating  three  years  of  perseverance 
and  hard  work,  Coach  Connor  finally  came 
up  with  a  winning  combination.  Compil- 
ing the  greatest  total  of  points  in  the  history 
of  the  high  school,  the  team  raced  through 
a  very  successful  season  of  seven  wins,  one 
tie,  and  two  losses. 

Although  Winthrop  dropped  a  hard  con- 
test to  power-laden  Melrose,  it  had  the  dis- 
tinction of  being  the  only  team  to  score  on 
the  Raiders  for  two  successive  years. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  Winthrop  players 
were  in  top-notch  physical  condition  due  to 
intense  calisthentics  in  practice,  a  three  day 
rest  between  the  Watertown  game  and  the 
Swampscott  tussle  was  not  sufficient.  A  six 
to  nothing  loss  was  the  result. 

On  sandy  Dilboy  Field  in  Somerville, 
Winthrop  outplayed  the  class  A  power,  but 
had  to  be  content  with  a  scoreless  tie. 
Diminutive  Fran  Rooney,  ace  red  and  blue 
scatback,  gave  a  fine  exhibition  of  broken- 
field  running,  but  was  never  able  to  cross 
the  last  line. 


The  high  spots  of  the  season  came  in  the 
Gloucester  and  St.  Raphael  games.  The 
Winthrop  blocking  and  tackling  in  these 
games  were  vicious  and  the  local  aggrega- 
tion appeared  at  its  best  offensively. 

The  rest  of  the  games  were  strictly  one- 
sided afTairs  and  as  a  result  the  second 
stringers  participated  in  quite  a  bit  of  the 
action.  This  experience  will  stand  them  in 
good  stead  next  year  when  the  full  re- 
sponsibility falls  on  their  shoulders. 

The  sweetest  victory,  perhaps,  was  the 
nineteen  to  nothing  drubbing  handed 
Revere.  After  several  years  of  bowing 
under  humiliating  scores  to  the  turkey-day 
rival,  this  victory  gave  some  atonement  and 
left  Winthrop  fans  in  the  proper  spirit. 

Dick  Wallace  and  Ed  Gingrich  ran  neck 
and  neck  for  the  scoring  honors,  with  Ging- 
rich getting  44  points  and  Wallace  coming 
up  with  a  total  of  43  points.  Bill  Ward  had 
29,  Al  Walker  chalked  up  15,  Dick  Steven- 
son 14,  and  "Whip"  Halliday  12.  Halliday 
also  set  the  record  of  4  safeties.  Jack  Tal- 
cott,  a  soph,  got  6.

Catching  fire  at  the  end  ot  the  season, 
the  Winthrop  High  quintet  ended  a  ver\' 
successful  campaign,  inchiding  eleven  wins 
and  five  losses.  The  highlight  ot  the  season 
was  the  42-39  upset  win  over  highly  favored 
Revere.  Although  twelve  points  behind  at 
the  half,  Winthrop  pulled  ahead  to  win. 

Despite  losing  the  first  games  with 
Revere,  Swampscott,  and  Everett,  Win- 
throp proved  it  had  the  skill  to  take  all  of 
the  returning  games.  Two  games  were  won 
from  Immaculate  Conception,  Northern 
Catholic  Champ,  and  two  games  were  won 
from  both  Marblehead  and  Woburn. 

In  addition  to  the  regularly  scheduled 
games,  the  Winthrop  team  played  two 
night  benefit  games.  One  was  played  with 
the  soldier  team  from  Fort  Andrews;  the 
other,  one  of  the  year's  best  contests,  was 
played  with  the  303rd  Quartermaster 
Corps,  a  colored  professional  team.  This 
game  was  distinguished  by  the  humor  and 
skillfulness  of  these  colored  ball-handlers. 

A  great  part  of  the  scoring  was  dis- 
tributed among  four  players.  Dick  Steven- 
son was  high  man  with  a  total  of  142 
points;  Eddie  Gingrich,  128  points;  Billy

Wallace,  105  points.  Two  other  players 
who  figured  in  the  scoring  were  Al  Walker 
and  Ken  Rodman,  who  totaled  45  and  28 
points  respectively.

With  an  aim  that  seems  to  have  fore- 
shadowed the  theme  of  our  book,  the  debat- 
ing club  has  been  doing  its  bit  so  that  we 
may  become  better  citizens  in  a  better 
world.  Every  Monday  afternoon,  the  club 
members  gathered  in  Room  124,  where 
there  e\ol\ed  heated  debate  on  some  cur- 
rent topic.  A  survey  of  the  subject  material 
discussed  shows  that,  within  a  year's  time, 
these  debators  have  taken  a  big  step  for- 
ward on  the  mental  assembly  line. 

Credit  for  this  accomplishment  must  be 
given  to  Miss  \"iva  Blackburn,  who  ar- 
ranged all  the  problems,  helped  in  the 
preparation  of  the  speeches,  and  advised 
the  members  at  all  times.  Presiding  over 
the  meetings  was  Jordan  Kurland,  Chair- 
man. Florence  Levine  was  the  efficient 
secretary,  while  Robert  Cherenson  was 
always  there  to  demand  the  weekly  dues. 

As  a  preliminary  to  formal  debating, 
open  forums  and  discussions  were  held 
among  the  members  on  topics  such  as 
"Federal  Aid  for  Education,"  "The  Effi- 
ciency of  the  State  Department,"  "An  In- 
ternational Police  Force,"  and  finally, 
"The  League  of  Nations."  Then,  the  mem- 
bers prepared  to  debate,  formally,  among 
themselves,  the  topic  which  was  chosen  by 
debating  clubs  throughout  the  nation: 
"Resolved,  that  the  United  States  Should 
Join  in  Reconstituting  a  League  of  Na- 
tions." 


Realizing  that  it  is  a  highly  important 
problem,  members  of  the  club,  to  awaken 
the  school's  interest  in  a  post-war  world, 
presented  a  debate  in  the  hall  on  the  above 
topic.  Miriam  Levy,  Sherman  Reed,  and 
Marion  Rogolsky  took  the  affirmative 
point  of  view  and  were  opposed  by  Norman 
Purdy,  Alan  Goodfader,  and  Ernest  Stoltz. 
Though  both  sides  were  successful  in  pre- 
senting their  ideas,  the  affirmative  side  was 
victorious. 

That,  however,  did  not  climax  the  dis- 
cussion of  the  league,  for  on  March  24,  a 
comprehensive,  three-hour  competitive  ex- 
amination was  given  by  a  national  organi- 
zation, concerning  the  league  and  all 
problems  of  the  future  peace.  From  the 
papers  submitted,  those  of  Miriam  Levy 
and  Sherman  Reed  were  sent  to  state  head- 
quarters to  enter  further  competition. 

For  the  final  venture  of  the  year,  the 
club,  at  the  invitation  of  the  Junior  Town 
Meeting  of  the  Air,  sent  a  representative  to 
speak  on  the  subject  "Unity  for  Peace"  on 
Saturday.  April  29.  Other  members  at- 
tended the  broadcast  to  participate  in  the 
open  forum  which  followed. 

Thus  ended  anoifeer  active  and  success- 
ful year  in  debating,  that  gave  the  mem- 
bers greater  understanding  of  the  world 
thev  will  have  to  encounter.
